See that no snuili 
pockets of mannre are left anaind tin 
stable yard after the removal of the 
pile. Then follow this cleaning np by 
hauling the mannre on to the field eaeh 
day dnrtog the snauner. Tliis may 
scum like a harden to the fairmer. Inn 
with a Httle forethooght. it need n<'i 
be so. Anansenients can be SMMle f i -r 
the Bse of a field for this purpuae. and 
tt to a wall kaoa-n principle that aia- 
nnre placed at once upon the field is of 
more value aa pfaiat food, ttenwaibor 
that dariag aammer weather a period 
of five days BMjr ha soflkleBt to pro- 
duce a brood of fliea tram the egg ta 
the adalt aa that nMaara Ml la a pile 
for this length of time will aerve as n 
breeAng place. 

Fllea feed apon filth, aoch as qaitun 
and that faoad In privlea. bat they are 
also vei7 strongly attracted by the 
odors of cooking and food iu tlie 
hotisp. Tn prevent Infertioa from Ih-- 
iiiK carried to oar food, every preean- 
tion shonld be used to nuike the out- 
buildings perfei-tly sauitary so that 
flies <-anuot enter, and tlie bouses 
should also have windows nnd doors 
fitted with screens.
